CURRENT SITUATION: Large fire activity continued in the Eastern Great
Basin Area. Containment objectives were achieved on the large fires in the
Northwest Area. Minor initial attack activity was reported elsewhere.

Very high and extreme fire indices were reported in California, Arizona,
Utah, Nevada and Oregon.

EASTERN GREAT BASIN LARGE FIRES:

PINE PARK, Cedar City District, BLM. This fire is located 30 miles
northwest of St. George, UT. Decreased winds allowed crews to make good
progress on the north flank. Air support assisted firefighters with spot
fires.
